12. — (Æ*) — A 
mou nting death rate from alcoholism 
and increased alcoholic insanity are 
pictu red in charts pu blished today 
by the Association Against the Prohi­ 
bition Amendment in a pamphlet pre­ 
senting a statistical stu dy of the en­ 
tire prohibition period in the United 
States. 
Those manifestations, it says, are 
accompanied by ev idence of increas­ 
ed produ ction and consu mption of il­ 
licit liqu or, its charts and tables of 
growing intemperance being based on 
indices “accepted by both wet and dry 
partisans as v alid.” 
The alcohol death rate is described 
as “almost u p to the pre-war lev el.” 
hav ing shown “a steady rise” since 
1920 after hav ing declined sharply 
prior to and du ring the first year of 
prohibition. Citing similar experiences 
in foreign cou ntries, it attribu tes “the 
sharp drop in 1918 and 1919" to war 
conditions and that in 1920 to prohi­ 
bition. 
Statistics of the Metropolitan Life 
Insu rance Company cov ering 18,000,- 
000 policy holders, it says, “do not 
bear ou t” the contention that “drink ­ 
ing has been confined entirely to the 
wealthy, while among the work ing 
popu lation of the cou ntry drink ing 
has practically disappeared.”
